A SAVINGS SOCIETY 


has been organized in the school, and 
Friday of last week the organization was 
completed and the llrst deposit of over 
thirty dollars made- in the R< ckland Sav- 
ings Bank, in tbe name of ihe socirty 
Out of a school ot about one hundred and 
Ulty scholars, sixty bave become members 
of the society and pledged themselves to 
make weekly deposits of their small sav- 
ings, and also pledged themselves not to 
draw out their deposits unless it should 
become absolutely necessary so to do. 


Tbe organization of' the society consists 


of a president, secretary, treasurer and 
two directors chosen {From the school at 
large, and a vice-president, cashier, direc- 
tor and auditor In | each room. 
Tbe 


deposits are received weekly by (lie cash- 
iers, tbe cashier of each room receiving 
the deposits In his room. As each scholar 
deposits his money, he accompanies It with 
a slip showing tbe amount. When tbe 
deposits are all in, each cashier counts tbe 
money, adds the amounts as shown by 
tbe Blips, also as shown by the record of 
deposits on his book, and if tbe three 
agree, be passes 1C to tjie treasurer, taking 
big receipt (herefor. Tfce treasurer deposit- 
ing the amount at orce In the Savings 
Bank. 
The treasurer! keeps a separate 


account with each scholar, and tts often 
as dividends are declared by the Bank, 
the directors of the society divided tbe 
dividend proportionately among the sev- 
eral depositors, H at the end ol tbe year: 
any depositor has over live dollars be 
may withdraw it, snd| deposit it in the 
Bank in his own name. It is believed this,
